Before trains, bicycles and carts, how did we 
get anywhere?

In response to our feet pushing 
down on the ground - now this might sound 
strange, but it’s totally true - the ground actually 
pushes back up against our feet! It's this 
combination of forces that propels us forward. 


Imagine having to build the pyramids without a truck to 
cart materials around! It must have taken the Ancient 
Egyptians forever to carry those stones, right? Not if 
they had wheels! One of the earliest signs of the wheel 
was in Ancient Egypt where logs were used to create 
sledges to move heavy stones. Often hailed as one 
of the greatest inventions in the world, it’s no surprise 
_ we've been using the humble wheel to move things 
_ever since.

The steam 
engine first appeared during the 
Industrial Revolution in the 1700s. 
Although you'd be hard-pressed 
to find a working one these days, 
steam trains (locomotives) and boats 
were soon fitted with these engines. 
All you needed was some fuel, fire 
and a heap of water to get these ; ' 
guys going. By heating the water, A lead of hot air 
steam rose, creating a heap of 
pressure that would turn the wheels 
and engine parts, which made the 
vehicle move.

The rule goes, hot air rises. Hot air 
balloons work by heating air and trapping 
it within the balloon. The air keeps trying 
to rise and, if the load is light enough, will 
lift everything connected to the balloon 
Up, Up, Up and away! The Montgolfier 
brothers built the world’s first successful 
balloon in France in 1783. 


The Spirit of Progress was a steam train that 
initially ran from Melbourne to the Victorian 
border. It was a special express train that 
could run over 84 kilometres per hour, which 
was an incredible speed in the early 1900s! 
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Get age the The first car was Ouilt in 1769. It 
was incredibly heavy, ran on steam 
and wasn’t very efficient. In 1876, 
German inventor Nikolaus Otto 
created the internal combustion 
engine, which paved the way for 
the modern-day auto industry. 


Hmmm ... why is nothing happening? Oh, | forgot to turn the engine on. Silly me, I'll just stick the key 
into the ignition to get the motor running. This also starts the pistons in this four-stroke engine. 


2 Compression stroke 
The second piston squashes this fuel-air 

_ mixture. Compressing this mixture makes the 
“explosion” in the next piston more powerlul. 
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Why don’t boats sink? 

Remember how we said that forces make 
things move? The same goes for boats. The 
force from the water thrusts upwards onto the 
boat, which helps it float. Also helping it float 
is the amount of air contained within the boat, 
which makes it less dense. The less dense the 
object, the easier it floats. 


Why don't aeroplanes fall 
from the sky? 


Aeroplanes use a force called “lift” to help keep 
them in the air. To create lift, the plane's wings 
are specially designed to allow air to flow 
faster over them than under them. 


3 Combustion stroke 
The spark plug in the third piston releases 
an electric spark, causing the fuel-air mixture 
to “explode,” that is, heat up and expand, 
creating energy, This creates pressure and 
pushes the piston down.
